Patrolmen Phillip Walsh and Daniel Cox 
Wounded by Ed McGuire. 


Patrolman Phillip Walsh is thanking his 
stars that his teeth were good and strong. 
They saved bis life last night. It happened in 
this way: Walsh and Patrolman Danie] Cox, 
who walks a neighboring beat, had 
been walking with Sergt. Hennessey 


Florida street which divides the beats.

‘THE CLOSING SESSIONS OF THE GATHERING 
IN BALTIMORE 


Premier Mercier’s Speech Evokes Great En- 
thusia ting Papers Read by 
Peter L. Foy, H. J. Spaunhorst and 
Conde B. Pallin of St. Louis, W. L. Kelly 
of st. Paul and Others—The Committee 
Waits on the President, 


BALTIMORE, Md., Nov. 12.—The concluding 
sessions of the great congress of Catholic lay- 
men were held to-day with all the enthusiasm 
and crush of spectators that eharacterized 
the opening meeting. Hon. Honore Mercier, 
Prime Minister of Quebec, made an address to 
the Congress that was in many respects one 
of the most rousing the delegates heard this 
week in Baltimore. Mr. Mercier declared that 
he regarded the special invigation extended to 
him to speak an honor to bimself and to the 
neighboring country from which he came. 
His reference to The recently repaired de- 
spoliment of the Jesuits by the same 
George III. who had despoiled the 
American Revolutionary fathers of their lib- 
erties and rights, was cheered again and 
again. The restitution act of the Canadian 
Government, he said, will stand an honor- 
able act before mankind. Asto the status of 
Catholics, whether in Canada or the United 
States, the world should know that loyalty to 
God means loyalty to the state. [Cheers.] 
Tothe American poet, Longfellow, and his 
pathetic allusions to Catholics and Canadians, 
Mr. Mercier paid a tribute of noble eloquence, 
concluding with the quotation from the poet’s 
‘*Ship of state, which the Premier so used as 
to imply that it expressed the feelings of Que- 
bec to the American Union. [Wild applause. } 

CORDIAL GREETINGS. 

Delegate Eagin of New York offered a re- 
solution, which was adopted with a rush, 
tendering, on behalf of the Congress, the 
most cordial greetings to the people of Can- 
ada and acknowledging their warm sentiments 
of regard as expressed by Premier Mercier.

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Mgr. Gadd of England, the special represen-, 


tative of Cardinal Manning, briefly congrat- 
ulated the Congress on its sucvess, and fol- 
lowing him came a long paper on ‘‘Philan- 
thropy’’ by Peter L. Foy of St. Louis. 

MR. DUNNE’S SPEECH. 

Edmund L. Dunne of Florida treated extem- 
poraneously his eae **The Right of the 
State in Education. His humorous asides 
and digressions, the first laughter provoking 
element introduced in the proceedings, 80 
caught the delegates that his time was ex- 
tended over and over by general consent. 
Recent events in Boston were particularly the 
targets of his sarcasm. Wheu the speech was 
finally concluded Mr. Dunne was wildly ap- 
plauded. 

‘*RELIGION AND EDUCATION’’ 

was treated at longth by the paper of Wm. L. 
Kelly of St. Paul. He took the ground that 
the reasons why questions relating to this 
subject had yet no solution absolutely satis- 

on to the Christian people of the country 
as a whole, and one tending to the good of 
the nation, were the absence of fairness on 
each side of the discussion, in the prejudice 
against the Catholic Church honestly enter- 
tained by many Protestants, and third, the 
activity of infidels and so-called indifter- 
entists in using that prejudice 
to create division among the great Christian 
churech—Catholic and Protestant. He declared 
thatno one buta madman would advocate 
the destruction of the magnificent system of 
American public schools. In them, as in the 
Holy Church, is taught the absolute equality 
and brotherhood of man. Bring back to their 
teaching positive religion,so that the cLildren 
may appreciate the fatherhood of God, and we 
have the perfect school. Practically there 
are but four divisions of the American people 
in religion—Catholics, Protestants, Israelites 
and Unbellevers. A system perfectly adapted 
to this division wasfarfrom an impractica- 

bility, and it would yet be invented and ap- 


plied. 
SOCIETIES. 

The paper read by Mr.H.J.Spaunhorst of St. 
Louis dealt with the subject of ‘‘Societies,’’ 
Tne bulk of the paper was devoted to organ- 
izations which are charitabie and benevolent 
in character. Heurged all Catholics to join 
some society, arguing that in our time unless 
oneisa member of some organization he is 
virtually isolated from his fellow-men. A 
plan of organizing limited numbers of repre- 
sentative Catholic men in diocesan and par- 
ish societies was suggested as guards of the 
great boon of civil and religious liberty. In 
addition, such organizations could hoid an- 
nual State or diocesan conventions and sub- 
mit matters for Catholic congresses to act 
upon. The speaker thought Catholics sbould 
have in Congress and the State Legislatures 
their legitimate number of representative 
men and that the number at present is very 
small compared to what the proportion of the 
public would justify. 

CATHOLIC AMERICAN LITBRATURE 

The paper of Conde B. Pallen of St. Louie 
was on ‘‘OCatholic American Literature. He 

ointed out that the national literature had 

een straightened in its growth by the absence 
of favoring conditions and that peoullar and 
unique influences had retarded Catholic liter- 
ature here. But the times have changed and 
the achievemente of Brownson and Hecker 
pointed out the poss! bilities of the future, 

‘*SUNDAY OBSERVANCE’’ 

was the title of a paper by Manly B. Tello of 
Cleveland. He took the ground that in deal- 
ing with the question the Catholic has to do 
with the rights of others and has to take into 
practical ocamgeration the estate of American 
society in which he lives. Catholic exposi- 
tion in mere theory will not altogether avail. 
Catholic action on the Sunday is what will 
most tell and particuiarly public acts outside 
the walls of churches. The prevailing man- 
ners of our country in kind, though not al- 
ways in degree, are to be supported. The 
dominant manners of our country are the 
manners of Americans and we are Americans. 
The tendencies of Catholics of German ex- 
traction here, like Germans of other religions 
and no religion, to insist on old country Sun 
day customs was touched upon, and the em- 
barrassing position in which he said it placed 
other minded Catholics he pointed out. He 
urged Catholics to become of one mind. 

What we should seek, said he, is an 
en rapport with the Protestant Christians who 
desire to keep the Sunday holy. re 
cannot go over to the Judaic a 
of the Puritan Sabbath, bu 
can bring the Protestant * 
over to the reverent moderation of the Cath- 
olle Sunday. To effect this, though, we must 
set our faces sterniy against the foreign 
license and open saloon features now 80 
largely defended or practiced by Catholic ad- 
heren Oatholic societies should never 
take such a day for useless public demon- 
stration, and when they do marchina body 
with music to corner-stone layings or for 
other unobjectionabie purposes, vare should 
be taken not to disturb non- -Catholic services. 
I advocate, then, that Catholics, despite re- 
buff and injustice, overlooking zealotry, seek 
alllance with tne Protestant Christians for 
proper Sunday observance.’’

Calling on the President. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Nov. 12.—The com- 
mittee from the Catholic Congress, in session 
in Baltimore, waited on the President this 
morning by appointment and presented him 
with an address. The committee consisted of 


the 1 named gentlemen: Jos. J. 
O’ Donohue of New York, John Byrne of Ohio 
John D. Keily of New Fork , H. T. Buval a 
Arkansas, Daniel A. Rudd of Ohlo, Anthony 
Kelly of Minnesota, M. Glennan of bus Sayre 
James D. Coleman of Louisiana, O. 
Kerens of Missouri, John Guerin of 
lilinois and Alexander P. Morse of Washing- 
ton. The President received them cordiail 
and listened carefully to the reading of the 
dress, which is as follows: ‘*Tbhe American 
Oatholic Congress, now assembled in Balti- 
more, has delegated to this committee the 
honorable and agreeable duty of waiting upon 
the President of the United States for the pur- 
nese of expressing the sentiments of the 

Jatholic people of America. Representing 
in a measure ten millfon of our fellow citizens, 
who sbare lu the biessings and privileges of 
this Government, devoted to its Constitution 
— laws, the Congress desires to voice and 

hasize the loyalty and fidelity of the 
Cat olic people of the United States to the 
Republic and its institutions as well as their 
— for the Chief Magistrate of the nation. 
On the centennial of the establishment of 
Episcopal authority in these United States, 
the Catholics of America, in their first Con- 
gress assembled, while rejoicing in the 
marvelous growth of thelr faith on 
this soll and returning grateful 
thanks to Goa therefor, feel the 
occasion to be eminently fitting to voice also 
their heartfelt rejoicing over the perpetuity 
and solidity of our civil institutions, the de- 
velopment of the spirit of religious liberty 
and tolerance and material progress and pros- 
perity in our country—and through you, hon- 
ored sir, to express to our fellow-citizens of 
this great Republic in a spirit of unity and 
brotherly love the desire, while pursuing the 
dictates of our conscience in serving God, to 
march hand in hand in promoting the best 
interests of our common country and the wel- 
fare of society. The Congress bids this com- 
mittee while conveying to you, Mr. President, 
the expression of its respect, to say that it 
would be a gratifying pleasure and privilege 
to have the honor of welcoming you to its 
session in Baltimore.’’ 

The address was presented by Mr. O’Dono- 
hue of New York, Chairman of the commit- 
tee. In reply the President said he appre- 
clatead the compliment paid him by 
the visit well as the truth of 
the sentiments expressed in the address in re- 
gard to the fidelity of the Catbolics of the 
United States to the constitution and laws of 
the country. He regretted that his official du- 
ties would prevent his attending the sessions 
of the Congress in Baltimore, but he thought 
he could promise them that he would be pres- 
ent at the opening of the Catholic University 
near this city to-morrow. The committee re- 
turned to Baltimore in the afternoon well 
pleased with their visit.

State’s Attorney Longevecker and Mr, For- 
rest Engage in a Wordy War Over the 
Custody of Articles of Evidence—A Ger- 
man Washer-Woman’s Important Testi- 
mony—A Curious Discovery in the Carl.

CHICAGO, III., Nov. 12.—At the opening of 
the Cronin case this morning the result of 
last evening’s tilt between Messrs. Forrest 
and Hynes was visible in the bitterness of. the 
remarks which they found occasion to make 
ateach other.

The change in rules which has 
been made does not, however, seem to have 
attracted the attention of the attorneys prac- 
ticing before the court, or else they do not 
understand ite effect, for counsel in about 
forty cases have already been caught napping 
and have left their suite subjected to the 
penalties of this new rule.

SUITS RETURNABLE TO THE DECEMBER 
TERM OF COURT. 


Divorce Petitions Presented in Lots of a 
Half- Dosen— Rum and Cruelties the Al- 
leged Grounds for Divorce—Other New 
Suits — Judge Dillon’s Rulings—Small 
Suits With Big Costs— Notes. 


This is the last week for filing suits returna- 
ble to the December term and the rush 
began to-day. One attorney filed six 
divorce suits at one time, and in 
every case the plaintiff seeking 
a divorce was the wife. In every one the 
charges made are cruelties and barbarous 
treatment. The usual allegation of desertion 
is not made. The demon rum is mentioned 
as the cause Of all the trouble. 

Mrs. Nannie Collins, in her petition for di- 
vorce from James Collins, says he strnck and 
abused her ard once while sick in bed he as- 
saulted her. They were married in March, 


1874, and separated in April last. Four ehil- 
dren were born of the marriage, and of these 
the mother asks custody. 

Mrs. Annie Pitts filed a petition for a di- 
voree from Charles Pitts this morning, saying 
she was married September 1, 1887, and that 
several times since the marriage he has 
charged her with intimacy with other men. 
She also asks to be given her maiden name of 
Annie Lucas. 

Mrs. Annie Anderson entered a suit for di- 
vorce against her husband, Willis Anderson, 
this morning, saying that notwithstanding 
her kind treatment he frequentiy beat, struck 
and cursed her and often threatened to take 
her life. They were married October 26, 1885. 

Mrs. Mary Hock was another applicant for 
divorce, and states she was married to Jaccb 
L. Hock May 18, 1882 and continued to live 

with bim until September 1884. She says her 
husband was addicted to drink and often 
when under the influence of liquor beat and 
maltreated her. One child was born of the 
marriage of which she asks custody. 

Mrs. Catharine Palmer wants a divorce from 
Jesse Palmeron the grounds of cruel and 
barbarous treatment. Sh@ says they were 
married in this city in July, 1880, and lived 
together until last May. During their married 
life she says he wholly disregarded 
his duties as a husband and frequently struck 
her. Last May, she states, he attempted to 
take her life with arevolverand last month 
tried to cut her. Three children were born of 
the marriage, aged respectively 7, (and 1 year 
ot age. She asks the custody of these chil- 
dren and a decree. 

Mrs. Bertha Wells has sued her husband, 
Dr. E. H. Wells, charging him with drunken- 
ness and desertion.

COL. GOODLOE’S FUNERAL. 


The Last Chapter in the Tragic Duel at 
Lexington, Ky. 
By Telegraph to the POsT-DisPpaTcu. 

LEXIneTow, Ky., Nov. 12.—The day of Col. 
Goodloe’s funeral opened bright and sun- 
shiny. It was atypical Indian summer day, 
but the brightness without the house where 
the body of the dead soldier and politician lay 
in state only seemed to set off the rayless 
gloom that reigned within. A tearful widow 
and afamily of fatherless children watched 


over all that was mortal of a beloved husband 
and a kind father. The city shared the 
grief of the stricken family. On the door of 
the Fayette National Bank, of which Ool. 
Goodloe was a director, hung the sombre 
fabric of grief. In the revenue office all was 
silent. hose who knew him and loved him 
in life all paid tribute to the memory of the 
dead Collector. They gave him an elegant 
floral design, four feet in height, surmounted 
at the top by a white dove. it was made 
of white roses, around the scented column of 
which twined sprigs of living green smilax. 
E- President R. B. Hayes arrived here at 10:30 
to attend the funeral. The funeral services 
took place at 2 o’clock from Christ Church. 
Rev. Mr. Ward officiated. There was no 

address by request of the 
widow. The chancel of the church 
was a perfect mass of biossoms. 
So many flowers have not been seen together 
in this city for years. A tremendous attend- 
ance showed the respect in which the dead 
Colonel was held. The following were the 
acting pall-bearers, who bore the remains to 
the grave: John Mason Brown of Louisville, 
Judge J. R. Morton, Thomas J. Bush of Phil- 
adelphia, B. Winslow Dudiey, L. P. Tariton, 
of Frankfort, Ky.; D. T. Saffarans, Oatesby 
Woodford of Paris, Ky., ana Theo. M. Shaw. 
The burial took place at 3:30 p. m. The Episco- 
pat burial service was read by Rev. Mr. Ward. 
The scene at the grave was very affecting. The 
stricken widow and children sobbed vehe- 
mentily and refused all comforting assurance 
ot friends.

DESERTING THE TRUST. 


THE WHITE LEAD PEOPLE FOLLOWING THE 
AMERICAN COTTON OIL EXAMPLE 


The St. Louis Companies Preparing to 
Comply With the Missouri Anti-Trust 
Law, as a Preliminary te a General 
Corporation — Advices From Jefferson 
City— The Grand-Jury Discuss Trusts 
Generally. 


The National Lead Trust seems to be pre- 
paring to tollow the lead of the American Cot- 
ton Oil Trust, deserting the trust formation, 
and going into the style of a regu- 
lar corporation under the laws ot 
New Jersey, and owning the plants 
controlled by the trust. There have beer 
indications of this here, but nothing yet has 
been obtained of a definite character,as noth- 
ing absolute was obtained on the Ootten Oil 
until long after the rumors had first been 
noted and the first steps had been taken. 

The most definite information that has yet 
come to the suface in reference to the Lead 
Trust properties came about 1 o’clock this 
afternoon over the private wire of Gaylord, 
Blessing & Co. from Chicago. It was as fol- 
lows: 

All the St. Louis lead companies have com- 
plied with the anti-trust law of Missouri by 
withdrawing from the pool agreement, and 
ners filed their certificates with the Secretary 
of State. 

SUCH A POSITIVE DECLARATION 

was something of a surprise here, though 
many rumors, as stated, have been floating 
around as to the probability of the trust man- 
agers deserting the trust system and putt 
the properties into a corporation. Mr. J. H. 
Blessing, when seen and questioned 
about the matter, said he had no 
information on the subject. whatever, 
though he suspected that the head trust peo- 

le were taking the preliminary steps to fol- 
ow the example of the Cotton Oil people. 
They would have. to do this, he 
thought, as the laws in the differ- 
ent States, of the character of that recently 
enacted in Missouri, would compel the 
abandonment of all trusts. Mi. Blessing was 
also asked as to the foundation for his 
Chicago telegram, but did not know what it 
was. Later he telegraphed his Chicago 
correspondents in reference to it 
ana in reply received A personal 
telegram which he said he could not make 
public, but which showed thatthe inrorma- 
tion was perfectly reliabie.

The Post-Dispatcn persisted boldly 
and actively. The facts were forced upon 
the attention of the authorities and a 
Court of Inquiry was appointed. The 
testimony taken by the court sub- 
stantiated every charge concerning 
the maltreatment of recruits through 
the brutality and swindling operations 
of non-commissioned officers, the bad food 
given them, the improper medical attend- 
ance afforded them, and the filthy condi- 
tion and insufficient accommodations of 
barracks and guard-house. Much light 
was thrown upon the paramount question 
of army desertions. 

The result is that the post is to be im- 
proved to a point worthy of the army and 
of its importance, and many desirable re- 
forms in its management and in the army 
service generally are to be inaugurated. 
The Post-Dispatcn feels a reasonable 
pride in its successful efforts in the direo- 
tion of much-needed reform. 

THE New York Supreme Court has de- 
cidedin the Sugar Trust cate that it is

A Record of Every Case Brought Since Ne- 
vember 12, 1888—Strange Disappearance 
ef a Felony Case From the Dockets 
of the Court—Proseocuting Attorney Dier- 
kes va. the Statute—- Mr. Hilpert’s Ex- 
perience With Lottery Advertising— 
Mayor Roonan Orders an Increase of the 
Detall of Detectives—The Law Will Be 
Enforced. 


HE law will de en- 
forced. The officials 
have been aroused 
from their lethargy. 
Reprehensibie inactiv- 
ity has already contin- 
ved too long. The Post: 
DISPATCH to-day pre- 
A 1 sents a record that 
shows what shameful 
negligence and repre- 
hensible leniency 
have marked the ad- 
ministration of the 
laws of St. Louis dur- 

ing the past year. 

The executives have 
ignored thelr plain 
duty, have eat supine- 
ly by, watching crime 
grow and multiply, 
grow bold and parade 
with unmasked face 

on the public highways, and they have been 
too indolent to raise a hand to strike it. Now 
and then a poor Chinese would be arrested 
with show, charged with selling lottery tick- 
ets and then the case would be nollie prose- 
guied, or some known offender would be ar- 
rested, the newspapers would announce the 
arrest, the police would get credit for vigi- 
lance and then they would stop. 

Careless and negligent as they have been 
they are no worse that the courts themselves 
and the Judicial Department of the city gov- 
ernment has been most shamefully culpable 
in its conduct. Cases have been brought de- 
fore the Court of Criminal Correction, not 
many itistrue, but the court would consent 
to a general continuance after dilly-dallying 
with the case for weeks or months, and ina 
te cases where there were pleas of guilty, a 
trivial, nominal fine wasimposed. Such an 
admiuistration makes law absurd and properly 
makes the court the object of ridicule of all 
offenders who are brought before it. 

The officers of the law have finaily decided 
to do their duty. Mayor Noonan will call the 
attention ofthe Police Board to the offenses 
to-day, and the board may give orders to 
prosecute the offenders. The Mayor says that 
since the Post-DisrpaTCH has furnished the 
public with information concerning the 
violations of the law the police ought tobe 
able to obtain evidence which would insure 
the punishment ofthe offenders. The polices 
already have evidence in one case,in the matter 
of advertising lottery. One copy of a sheet 
containing the advertisement is evidence 
enough to send the publisher to 
the Penitentiary. The police do not 
and will not explain why they do not pro- 
ceed against these offenders. At one time 
they acknowledge negligence, and at another 
they assert that they have already attended to 
the matter. What their intention is is not at 
ali times manifest. It certainly does not re- 
sult in the punishment of caiminais. The 


Chief of Police, having knowledge of the of- 
tense, should swear out a warrant, but heis 
not the only one who sees duty waiting to be 
done. Mr. Dierkes, the Assistant Prosecut- 
ing Attorney, or Mr. Claiborne, the Prose- 
cuting Attorney, might, either of them, pro- 
ceed against the violators of the law if they 
chose to do 80. 
MR. DIER 


certainly has had his attention called to the 
violations of the law. 

Mr. Otto Hilpert ofthe Tribune, the German 
evening paper, stated tbat he had instracted 
Otto Raeber, a representative of the Tribune, 
to ask Assistant 1 Attorney Dierkes 
whether it would de advisavle to accept an 
advertisement ofalottery. Mr. Hilpert said: 

„told Raeber to ask him about it, because 
Ithought it was illegal, although’ I saw a 
paper inthis cit publishing lottery adver- 
tisements eve ay.

and $80, and one as high as $100. 

The railroads, it is claimed, were com- 
pelled to make the rule because of a practice 
that has prevalled here for years of holding 
coal in cars on track for es long as three and 
four months. This applies more particularly 
to hard coal and has been followed by dealers 
who do not have yards and who sell in com- 
petition with other dealers, who maintain 
yards at an annual rental of $1,500 to $2,000. 

WHILE FAVORING THE SYSTEM, 
however, the dealers classed as legitimate do 
not indorse it as it has been inaugurated. The 
rule now is forty-eleht hours without 
any conditions except that Sunday 
is not to be counted.

Teams could not be brought out in 
such weather, because of the danger of pneu- 
monia,as coal hauling was different from any- 
thing else, the loads being heavy and the 


horses being allowed to stand after having 
been thoroughly warmed up. Mr. Williams 
replied that he had no authority, acting sim- 
ply under the instructions of the general man- 
agers, but would refer the suggestion to
